Some sugar wos bought at tlio grocery, 
some of 'which was put in n ten-cup and 
placed upon the table for use. Both 
families used frem Die cup for sweoleu- 
ing Iheir cof co and other purposes with- 
out any harm. The cup containing the 
sugar was left upon Ihe table of young 


Mrs. 
Hulse, while sho went to the bonne, 


of her mother-in-law to assist her in get- 
ting ready lo move. Upon returning to 
her own house she prepaied supper for 
herself and little son, unit in making 
the meal they used sugar from the cup ns 
they hod done nt the previous one. Soon 
after supper both the mother and child 
were taken violently ill, and a physician 
wan sent lor. The doclor thinking that 
ho discovered in his patients symptoms 
of poisoning from arsenic, examined 
what remained of the food used for sup- 
per. Upon turning the sugar from the 
cup he found qullo a quanlity of arsenic 
mixed with it. He miidna vigorous use 
of the usual antidotes and soon had Mrs. 
Ileisc out of danger. The child is still 
very sick, and fears are still entertained 
of n fatal result. How the poison came 
In the cup of sugar is n mystery, as Mrs. 
Hc'ise has no knowledge of any person 
having entered her house while she was 
absent at her mother-in-law's.
